4 5 Cubans, Including 18 
Children, Flee To Miami 


SHILDT HOME SOLD 


MIAMI, F la. <AP) — Forty-five 
Cuban refugees, 18 of them chil­ 
dren, arrived in Miami today aft­ 
e r a Coast Guard rescue off the 
B aham as island of Cay Sal with 
a U S. destroyer standing by. 
The destroyer sped to the scene 
a fte r' reports that a Cuban boat 
had fired on the small, leaking 
craft bearing the refugees. But 
refugee arrivals in Miami said 
tiiey heard no shots.

R. I m igrant worker, who was 
cleared of a m urder charge by 
the grand jury’ October 2 was sen­ 
tenced to from six to 12 months 
in the Allegheny County Work­ 
house Saturday on a charge of 
carrying a pistol without a license. 
The m urder charge wa* brought 
against Smith Septem ber 23 short­ 
ly after his brother-in-law, Jam es 
Davis Collins, also a migrant work 
er at the G ardners R. I camp, 
died at the C arlisle Hospital from 
wounds received when shot by 
Smith. 
Witnesses, according to state po­ 
lice. told a story that indicated 
Smith fired in self-defense when 
Collins cam e at him with a shot­ 
gun in the basem ent of the labor 
cam p building. To solve the ques­ 
tion the district attorney and po­ 
lice presented all of the witnesses 
in th? case to the grand jury. In 
a hearing that Tasted from IO a m. 
to 2 p.m ., the grand jury heard 
all (rf the w itnesses and finding 
that the shooting was in self-de­ 
fense returned “ not a true hill” on 
the indictm ent against Smith. 
SHOR” CUT SAVED MONEY 


State police said they chose to 
in effect turn the grand jury into 
a petit jury because "we had wit­ 
nesses both ways and we didn’t 
know.” By giving the entire case 
to the grand jury, officers said, 
'we saved the county the cost 
of a petit jury trial.” 
Judge W. C. Sbeely Saturday in 
imposing sentence on Smith said: 
‘While the facts in the shooting 
indicate you shot in self-defense, 
your pistol did play a part in the 
original argument. We understood 
you have been carrying that pistol 
and what happened in the situa­ 
tion is just what could be ex­ 
pected.” 
The court ordered Smith’s .38 
calibre Smith and Weston pistol 
confiscated.

The court then held that the 
purpose of discovery proceed­ 
ings’’ is to secure information 
which will substantially aid in 
the preparation of pleadings.

New Mouth Gear 
Cut Grid Injuries 


PHILADELPHIA (A P)-A (tort 
tai specialist reported today that 
use of a newly developed mouth 
protector will virtually eliminate 
football injuries to the mouth. 
Dr. William D. Heiritz, of C o 
lumhus, Ohio, said that “ injuria* 
in and around th* mouth com­ 
prise numerically about 50 pa* 
cent of all football injuries.” 
In remarks prepared for th* 
102nd annual session of the Amer­ 
ican Dental Association. Heintz. * 
staff member of the Ohio Stat* 
University 
Dental 
School, 
said 
that faceguards reduce these uv 
juries only by about one half. 
“They protect most effectively 
against nose and cheek injuries 
but they do not protect against 
blow* under the chin or on top 
of the bead,” he said. 
He said use of the newly de­ 
veloped mouth protector, which 
he termed inexpensive and cus­ 
tom-made, will virtually elimi­ 
nate injuries to the mouth. 
The dental specialist pointed out 
that mouth protectors and face 
guards will be mandatory in 1962 
for high school and college play­ 
ers. He urged school* and local 
dental societies to consult before 
choosing a particular type. 
In producing the custom-made 
mouthguard, said Heintz, the den­ 
tist must take the impression but 
actual fabrication can b« done by 
nonprofessional®.
